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ICE  CKEAM  PRODUCTION 


February  production  of  ice  crear;  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at 
50^315^000  gallons^  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  is  1 percent  less  than 
in  February  I966,  but  5 percent  more  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month . 

Seasonally^  output  declined  1 percent  between  January  and  February  this  year. 
This  contrasts  with  a 1-percent  gain  at  this  time  in  I966  and  an  average  gain  of  2 
percent  in  the  I96I-65  period.  On  a daily-average  basis,,  however,  production  was 
up  10  percent  from  January  to  February,  compared  with  11  percent  in  I966  and  12  per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  9 -year  period.  Temperatures  during  February  averaged 
normal  or  above:  (1)  in  all  the  Pacific  and  Rocky  Mountain  States  except  for  a 
limited  section  each  in  central  California,  northeastern  Montana  and  southern  New 
Mexico,  and  (2)  in  most  of  the  middle  Great  Plains  States,  western  Oklahoma,  the 
Texas  Panhandle,  and  western  sections  of  the  Dakotas.  They  were  below  normal  in 
almost  all  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  February  I966,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
varied.  Output  decreased  2 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  1 percent  in 
the  East  North  Central.  Production  was  doxm  12  percent  in  the  Pacific  Region, 
where  all  states  registered  losses.  Increases  in  all  other  regions  ranged  from  1 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  10  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Output  was  up  4 
percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  6 percent  in  the  Mountain.  In  the 
3-eading-producing  states,  production  was  unchanged  in  Pennsylvania,  but  was  off  6 
percent  in  New  York  and  l4  percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  February  I96I-65  average,  output  increased  in  a]-l  regions 
except  the  Pacific,  where  it  decreased  3 percent.  Production  was  3 percent  more  in 
both  Atlantic  Regions . Manufacture  increased  6 percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region  and  9 percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  Output  was  up  11  percent  in  the 
South  Central  Region  and  h percent  in  the  Mountain.  In  the  three  top-producing 
states,  production  was  7 percent  more  in  Pennsylvania,  but  9 percent  smaller  in  New 
York  and  3 percent  less  in  California,

Manufacture  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  during  February  vas  estimated 
at  13^175^000  gallons.  This  vas  8 percent  above  the  February  I966  output  and  3I 
percent  greater  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month . 

Seasonally,  the  2 percent  decline  from  January  to  February  contrasts  to  a 
2-percent  advance  at  this  time  in  I966  and  an  11-percent  gain  in  the  I96I-65  period. 
On  a daily-average  basis,  output  advanced  8 percent  between  January  and  February, 
compared  with  I3  percent  in  I966  and  22  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I96I-65 
period.  Production  increased  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  the  VJest.  De- 
creases occurred  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  February  I966,  output  increased  in  all  regions  except  the  West, 
where  it  decreased  moderately.  Increases  were  shaa’pest  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region  and  the  South  Central.

Seasonally,  output  advanced  50  percent  between  January  and  February  this  year, 
compared  with  33  percent  both  at  this  time  in  I966  and  the  average  in  the  I96I-65 
period.  The  advance  was  moderate  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.  All  other  regions 
showed  sharp  gains. 

Compared  vjlth  February  1966,  production  increased  in  all  regions.  Gains  were 
exceptionally  sharp  in  all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic .
